Grand Master H. W. Brunk of Berk­ 
eley, at the head of the Oddfollows of 
tho state, delivered a ringing patriotic 
address before the assembled Oddfol­ 
lows at Covina Wednesday, in connec­ 
tion with, his visit and inspection. Tho 
hall was filled with Oddfellows from 
Covina and from all the surrounding 
towns. The initiatory degree was put 
on for the-purposes of inspection, and 
the visiting grand officer congratulated 
Covina lodge on the manner in which 
they had kept up the record of effi­ 
ciency.

CITRUS TARIFF NEEDS 


DISCUSSED BY DEAN 


Dr. 
Herbert J. Webber, dean of the 
citrus experiment station, represented 
the citrus growers in a discussion this 
week on the need of a citrus tariff, 
carried on before William S. Culbcrt- 
son, 
a representative of the United 
States tariff commission. 


"The 
market 
demand for citrus 
fruits is being slowly reduced by the 
war," 
was Dr. Webber's 
commont. 
"We are not now exporting oranges 
and lemons, as we were before the war. 
The use of lemons and grapefruit in 
this country, particularly the latter, 
has been curtailed this year, presum­ 
ably on account of sugar shortage. 


"Conditions following the war will 
tend to increase citrus importation. The 
purchasing power of the people in Eng­ 
land, France, Belguim and Spain will 
be at low ebb, and Italy and Sicily will 
naturally seek to market their citrus 
fruits in the United 
States. 
Good 
wages in skilled branches of industry 
will prevail here for years after the 
war. That will tend to make farm labor 
scarce and costly, and will result in 
poor cultural methods and lighter pro­ 
duction. ''

The attack which Mr. Roosevelt now makes upon the 
Administration is just as baseless as the attack which As­ 
quith made upon Lloyd George, and it will prove to be just 
as futile in its effect upon the Administration and just as 
fatal in its effect upon Mr. Roosevelt. 


The immediate .causes of Mr. Roosevelt's present out­ 
burst are two in number.

The first cause is the fact that the magazine which, 
hires Mr. Roosevelt at $1 per word to make 
vicious 
attacks upon the Government of the United States during 
war time was excluded from the mails in one issue for a 
wholly false and absolutely unjustified attack upon the Pres­ 
ident of the United States and the diplomacy of the United 
States, calculated to bring our country and our people into 
contempt and consequently to injure our cause. 


Mr. Roosevelt did not write this particular article, but 
it is conceivable that any menace to the existence of a'mag­ 
azine which pays so liberally for political slander arouses a 
natural, concern on the part of Mr. Roosevelt for his own 
profitable, if not patriotic, contract. 


The second cause of Mr. Roosevelt's immediate agita­ 
tion is the fact that the small and lonely New York news­ 
paper which is supporting Mr. Roosevelt's perpetual aspira­ 
tions for the Presidency was recently rebuked as a public 
enemy by the representatives of the United States Govern­ 
ment for printing as news certain articles which had no 
foundation in fact, and which discredited the officers of the 
United States Army and held them up to ridicule and con­ 
tumely, without the slightest basis of truth or justice in the 
allegations:. 


In any other country in the world, in critical war times, 
traitorous publications like Mr. Roosevelt's magazine and 
Mr. Roosevelt's newspaper, whose only objects in printing 
falsehood were petty political spite against the President 
:.nd partisan support of the aspirations of a rival candi­ 
date, would have been wholly suppressed as treasonable. 


Our Government, however, is lenient with such offend­ 
ing publications and with Mr. Roosevelt himself because the 
Administration properly believes that in a republic the right 
of free speech and* free publication should be preserved, 
even though there be occasional disloyal abuses of this right, 
as in the case of Mr. Roosevelt and the magazine which 
hires him and the newspaper which politically supports him. 


That the United States Government was entirely right 
in its denunciation of Mr. Roosevelt's New York newspaper 
was conclusively proven in the suit which arose out of the 
resignation from that newspaper of its editor, Mr. Frank H. 
Simonds, well known throughout this country for his patri­ 
otic articles on the war. 


Mr, Simonds definitely stated and showed that his desire 
to retire from this disloyal paper was due to the fact that 
this paper habitually invented news and concocted cables 
in its own office for the purpose of\manufacturing 
false 
material with which to attack the Government of the United 
Ctates and the army of the United States for small and self­ 
ish political purposes. 


Of course, Mr. Simonds would not willingly remain con­ 
nected with any disloyal publication, no matter how profit­ 
able that connection might be, but there is apparently noth­ 
ing in Mr. Roosevelt's makeup to prevent his connection with 
any publication, no matter how traitorous, as. long as that 
connection will serve to line his purse and further his un­ 
scrupulous methods of promoting his personal political as­ 
pirations. 


Mr, Rooceveit's attempted reflections upon the Hearst 
publications are unimportant. 


It in sufficient to say in reply that whatever criticism 
the Hearst publications indulged in was constructive criti- 
;-I:.m founded upon established fact, not upon manufactured 


falsehood, and intended for the information and assistance 
of the Administration and not for its discomfiture and de­ 
struction. 


For years the Hearst publications have advocated pre­ 
paredness and have been denounced as jingoes by the short­ 
sighted for doing so. 


Eor years these publications have advocated 
the ex­ 
tension of West Point and Annapolis and the establishment 
of national universities throughout the country to provide 
trained officers for the army and navy in time of need. 


For years these publications have advocated the con­ 
struction of the greatest navy in the world,, and creation 
of a nationally owned merchant marine to act as an auxil­ 
iary navy in time of war. 
• 


Every since, the beginning of the European war the 
Hearst publications hav4e advocated universal service, and I 
personally went"to 
and wrote in. the' Washing­ 


ton Post a signed article appealing to my former associates 
in Congress to vote for universal service and at least make 
our own country safe for democracy. 


Ever since the beginning of this European war the 
Hearst publications have dilated -upon the formidablenes? 
of the German military machine and the necessity for im­ 
mediate and immense effort on the part of our country if we 
were to defend ourselves against that machine and even­ 
tually overwhelm it. 


If the advice of the Hearst publications had been taken, 
we would be applying today in a determining way the 
supreme force which the President now calls for and we 
would be winning today the glorious victory which we will 
assuredly win in due time anyway, in spite of delays, in spite 
of obstacles, in spite of partisan obstruction and in spite of 
treacherous attack in the rear by selfish politicians ani­ 
mated by personal ambitions. 


Let me say in conclusion that the attack upon the Ad­ 
ministration, and the incidental attack upon the Hearst pub­ 
lications, which are only seeking to secure justice for the 
Administration, emanates from the reactionary 
influences 
of Wall Street. The New York Tribune, which supports Mr. 
Roosevelt in his unpatriotic activities, is owned by the Mills 
and Reid estates, two of the greatest and most sinister of 
New York financial forces, and not even wholly American 
in character, as the Mills and Reid families are both inter 
married with the English aristocracy. 


The Metropolitan" Magazine, which hires Mr. Roosevelt 
at a dollar a word, as professional vituperator of the Presi­ 
dent, is owned by the Whitney estate, which is administered 
by Harry Payne Whitney, grandson of Henry B. Payne, the 
I Standard Oil magnate, and son of William C. Whitney, the 
New York traction magnate. 


Nor is it unusual tu find Mr. Roosevelt in such company 
or in the financial favor of such influences. 


Mr. Roosevelt in 1912 ran for President as a candidate 
of the Steel Trust and to defeat Mr. Taft, who hc.d prose 
cuted the Steel Trust. 


Mr. Roosevelt was financed by Mr. Perkins of the Steel 
Trust, and when Mr. Perkins of the Steel Trust refused to 
finance Mr. Roosevelt and his party in 1916, Mr. Roosevelt 
shamefully betrayed his Progressive party into the hands of 
jthe reactionary Republicans. 
i 
Mr. Roosevelt has always been a badly camouflaged 
instrument of these sinister financial interests from the time 
that he personally, as President, allowed the United State? 
, Steel Corporation, in flagrant violation of the anti-trust laws 
'.of the nation, to absorb the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com­ 
pany, down to the time of the recent election in New York 
City, when he followed the lead of the Steel Trust and the 
Standard Oil Trust and declared against the nominee of his 
own party who had been regularly nominated by the Re­ 
publican voters in the open primary, which Mr. Roosevelt 
,had always advocated.

As Mr. Roosevelt and his unfounded allegations *vere 
{overwhelmingly repudiated in the New York City election, 
j and as Mr. Asquith and his unfounded allegations were over­ 
whelmingly repudiated in the House of Commons, so Mr. 
1 Roosevelt and every political and public traitor should be 
• overwhelmingly repudiated whenever such an one sets him- 
'self disloyally against his constituted leaders• and against 
the best interests of his country for the meanest of all mo 
tlvcs—petty jealousy and personal pain.

C. A. Gummere, formerly 
secretary 
of the Los Angeles county Y. M. C. A., 
and now in charge of American Y. M. 
C. A. -work in England and Ireland, 
says in a recent letter:

Our chief business, and I hope all the 
people of the United States will soon 
realize it, is to win this war and break 
down Prussian militarism, and if wc 
do not win it, all that we have will not 
be worth saving. When I see what I 
am compelled to see every day I feel 
that everything, even life itself, should 
be thrown into the balance to stop this 
awful carnage, and I, for one, am will­ 
ing to give up home, wife, father, moth­ 
er, brothers, sisters, and friends to do 
" m y b i t " in trying to stop this awful 
slaughter of men, women and children— 
such slaughter of human life as the 
world has never seen, and I pray God, 
may never see again. 
Sacrifice! why, 
Americans know almost nothing, so far, 
about sacrifice; wealthy men and wo; 
men giving up their all; whole families, 
father and sons gone, .and even the 
women and children not safe as far 
away as London and Paris, where the 
innocent lives are snuffed out. 
One 
Britisher or- Colonial has given up hin 
life every five seconds for the past 
three years, and not through yet. Sac­ 
rifice! yes I I t must all be put on tho 
altar if we are td make democracy safe. 


SAVERS AND SPENDERS. 


; .Motley, H. Flint, chairman 
;of- the 
war savings arid thrift stamp commit­ 
tee of the county, who camo to Covina 
this week and addressed a large gath­ 
ering of committee-workers in the city 
rooms on Citrus avenue, is devoting a 
very large portion of his time to tho 
promotion of this work. He is presi­ 
dent of the Los Angeles Trust & Sav­ 
ings Bank, and is one of the busiest 
men in Los Angeles, but early in the 
war, he expressed the belief that the 
subject of thrift in America was ono 
of the most vital things in connection 
with the titanic struggle that faces tho 
nation. 


In- Covina he reiterated that he has 
said on many occasions—that the Am­ 
ericans are a nation of spenders—that 
they have not been a people who have 
taken any thought for the morrow. 
That the habits of frugality, of caro 
in the conduct of their daily lives, are 
things that the Americans must learn 
painfully and slow, he believes, and 
that is why he is giving his time to 


• this 
campaign 
of 
education. 
Great 
bankers like Frank Vanderlip are lead­ 
ing in this work. While tho American 
people were at 
first 
indifferent, the 
idea of the little W. S. S. is taking 
hold on the imagination as the nation­ 
wide propaganda goes on. 


Out of the largess of the American 
people they gladly give outright tp the 


Bed Cross and Y. M. C. A., and they 
are shrewd enough as a nation to ap­ 
preciate the 'investing possibilities of 
the national bond issues. But the in­ 
vesting of small silver of the country 
has been almost a new idea. 


I t may be that in years to come the 
influence of this war campaign for the 
saving of the small change will be one 
of the great and good influences that 
we will get as a by-product of the war. 


THE BED CROSS—A FAITH. 


The curtailment of pleasures during 
the war is not desirable, and is not ad­ 
vocated by any country now at war. 
The people must have some sort of di­

in the world. I t is in reality the true 
faith of that one who died upon a 
cross. The Savior preached no other 
creed but that which is put into prac­ 
tical demonstration by the Bed Cross. 
The Red Cross is not so much an or­ 
ganization as it is a faith, and this 
faith has been kept alive in the breasts 
of women all these thousands of years. 


Would that we could have but one 
faith in the world—the church of the 
Bed Cross—a faith so admirably ac­ 
companied by works—a universal creed 
that goes unerringly back to Calvary 
for its divine and its human inspira­ 
tion.

Covina Aviator fisits 
Famous Spots of War 


With a French Escadrille, 


May 18, 191S. 


Pear Father: 


I have not had a letter since writing 
to you last time, but it is time that I 
was writing. The unexpected has hap­ 
pened. 
For three days we have had 
fine weather. It is a pleasure to see the 
sun again* after such a long spell of 
rainy and cloudy days. 


Monday was moving day for the es­ 
cadrille. The French manage that thing 
very well, and we got settled in our 
new place quickly and without confus­ 
ion. By raining slightly the weather 
kept up to regulations. The division 
the escadrille is with has changed sec­ 
tors. The new sector on the front and 
the location of our camp are more in­ 
teresting than those we left. On Tues­ 
day I visited the trenches in our sector. 
That is, several of the P. C. A. I would 
like to describe the whole thing to you 
fully, for it was the most interesting 
trip it was possible to take. After see­ 
ing the country I did, that was* the 
scene of the greatest concentrated of­ 
fensive of this war," my hat is off to 
"les enfants," the French army. It is 
scarcely believable that they came back 
and recaptured the lost ground after it 
had been so strongly entrenched by tho 
Germans. The ground I saw was cov­ 
ered with shell craters merging into 
one another. 
Where the map indicates 
woods, 
nothing 
remains but a few 
stumps, and towns and villages are ef­ 
faced. 


The next day I went on a surveillance 
over the" lines and had a view of the 
country from a different point. I saw 
a great number of places that are fam­ 
ous in the annals of this war. 


Can you imagine a city deserted by 
the entire civil population! 
That is 
what I saw and had the opportunity to 
look over carefully. Big bank buildings,' 
stores, schools, cathedral, 
houses, 
all 
mOTe or less smashed and ruined. I was 
in company 
with several officers of 
French infantry. We stopped at their 
camp on the way back and had dinner 
with the colonel. 


This morning ono of our observers 
was wounded while over the lines. 
He 
was struck in the face by high explo­ 
sive from an antiaircraft gun. His jaw 
was broken and some teeth gone. 
He 
will be in the hospital for about four 
months. He is a young lieutenant who 
has traveled some, and speaks English 
well*His', pilot picked put a landing 
ground nearr a hospital. 


This flying is not a hard game most 
of the time as you often have leisure, 
and live under fairly comfortable con­ 
ditions, and have good food, but there is 
always a chance for things to happen. 
However, a machine can often be put 
out of business and still land safely. 
I always wear a good comfortable uni­ 
form when flying, on the chance you 
might light on the wrong side of the 
fence. 
, 


I expect a letter from you soon, and 
trust you are all well and happy. Love 
to Auntie.

Pacific Electric May 
Increase Price of Fares 


Because of tho increase in costs of 
materials, and an additional raise in 
wages of more than $1,000,000 per an­ 
num since 1915, the Pacific Electric has 
filod application with tho state railroad 
commission for a revision of its pas­ 
senger ratos. 


This application is filed at the pres­ 
ent time because of the pressing need 
for additional revenues 
required to 
meet the present increase in payroll ex­ 
pense, which increase has been made 
along lines recommended by the rail­ 
road wago commission and adopted by 
Secretary McAdoo, director general of 
railroads. 


Tho report of the railroad wage com­ 
mission was made aftor careful study 
of living costs throughout tho country, 
and even though the Pacific Electric is 
itself not' under government 
control, 
this report could not in fairness bo dis­ 
regarded. 


In its application tho Pacific Electric 
asks that its rovenues be placed upon 
a basis which will permit it to meet its 
payroll and the increase in cost of ma­ 
terials. 


Mr. Paul Shoup said with reference 
to the application: 


"We ask these increases in rates bo- 
causo of necessity. Tho Pacific Electric 
has not been earning its operating ex­ 
penses, taxes and interest. 


"The increased cost of operation 
(labor and material), the jitney, and 
the use of privately owned automobiles 
on good roads, have boen the chief 
causes contributing to this result. 


"The Pacific Electric depends upon 
passenger revenue for the major part 
of its living. Last year 73 per cent of 
all its revenue cams from passengers 
who averaged 9c each. It had to give a 
great deal of service to get these earn­ 
ings. Steam lines do not lean on thoir 
passenger rovenues. In many cases they 
operate passenger service simply in re­ 
sponse to public necessity."

The demand for nurses is so great 
that the Red Cross is having numerous 
inquiries as to where training may bo 
acquired in the shortest possible time. 
Miss Lillian L. White, director of tho 
bureau of nursing for the Pacific divis­ 
ion, has answered these queries as fol­ 
lows: 


" A twelve weeks' course ia to bo 
given at the University of California, 
June 24th to September 14th; upon 
completion of which collego graduates 
will bo entitled to one year's credit in 
any accredited school of nursing. Ap­ 
plication should be made to the dean of 
womon, 205 California hall, University 
of California, Borkoley. 


"High 
school and normal 
school 
graduatos who ha.v.e./sompleted.'satisfac- 
tory work in • chemistry, biology and 
physiology, nutrition and cookery may 
be admitted to any accredited sohool of 
nursing with six ""months credit. 


"High 
school .and normal school 
graduates who have not had this. pre-, 
paratory work will bo able to obtain it 
at tho Santa Barbara normal school, the 
courso running from June 24th to Aug­ 
ust 30th. 


" I t may bo necessary to transfer 
womon for the last year of training to 
military hospitals, whore the course 
would bo completed in national service. 
At tho end o£ this time students will 
bo eligible for examination for stato 
registration.
